Wo days fince we received Letters from 
Indie, writtenby the Engliſh Preſident re- 
fiding at $urazte, who acquaints us with 
the daily fears they bare there, from Se- 
. wagee the Rebel, who having beaten rhe 
MoguHn ſeveral Battels, remains almoſt Maſter of 
that Countreys and takes the boldneſs to write to all 
the Byropean Miniſters in Surgzre,thatif they refuſe 
to ſend bim ſuch and ſuch immediate preſents ofMo- 
ney (which as he puts them would amount to vaſt 
ſums) by way of Contribution,he will return and ru- 
ine rbar City; That be exaGts the like from the Inhabi- 
tants, who certainly would comply with bis De- 
mands , but that the Officers of the Mogul , being 
thete hinder them. Which puts them into an ex- 
treath Streight, and cauſes others daily to convey 
away their richefſe ; many alſo embarking and tran{- 
porting themſelves into other parts, to avoid the 
Rorm they fear will fall vpon them. 

*Tis probable thar the Iſland of Bombay, betongin 
to the Hngliſh, will reap no ſmal benefit by theſe
